Sunday before Thanksgiving is our 
day set by the General Assembly for us 
all-to make a special drive and extend 
to all our members and friends the privi- 
lege of donating the price of one day’s 
wages on the Church of God Bible 
Training School property, Sevierville, 
Tennessee. 

This is to be a special day of Thanks- 
giving to God. In 1 Thess. 5:18 Paul 
says, “In everything give thanks.” First, 
we thank God for His Son Jesus Christ, 
for the Holy Ghost, for our salvation, 
and for the Word of God, which brings 
this glorious, divine message for men 
and women who believe its precious 
truths, for men who are consistent to 
believe in making preparation to teach 
and ever keep before our people the 
blessed Word of God, and __ especially 
training our young ministers in the gos- 
pel work. We thank God for the various 
institutions of learning throughout the 
land, but of all schools we thank Him 
most for the Church of God Bible Train- 
ing School. 

When our forefathers braved the 
stormy seas in search of religious liber- 
ty, landed in the cold, icy, barren re- 
gions of now New England’s territory, 
although they met many difficulties— 
sickness, and death claiming half of 
their number the first year—yet, through 
all their grief, horror-stricken moments 
and dread of the savage warriors, Gov- 
ernor Bradford declared a Thanksgiving 
service in which they thanked God for 
His mercies, for the fruit of their labors 
—their harvest yield—and for an ample 
supply of food of the wild game. All the 
colony thanked God for His marvelous 
goodness. 

These brave men were ready to tackle 
every problem confronting them. One 
of their great problems was schooling 
in the new world with no qualified 
teachers, no funds from which to estab- 
lish and maintain schools. They saw 
their great need and immediately set out 
to meet that need. I quote from the 
Journal of Massachusetts’ second gov- 
ernor, William Bradford, 1624: “We 
have no common schools for want of fit 
persons, or hitherto means to support 
one, though we desire now to begin.” 
In 1639 the General Court passed a fam- 
ous statute which established the free, 
public school system in the United 
States. This was a small beginning. Ev- 


must maintain a 
school. Communities of 100 families 
must maintain a grammar or Latin 
school, preparatory to college. Thus our 
forefathers established the world-famous 
“Little Red Schoolhouses” with only one 
room, with rough, wooden benches of all 
sizes (for the schools were ungraded). 
The schoolteacher ‘boarded around” 
and in that way obtained from the vari- 
ous parents part of his meager salary. 
At this time also the good teacher was 
frequently rated by his ability to 
“thrash” the larger boys and make his 
students “toe the mark.” Back of the 
master’s desk were willow switches often 
brought into play to help drive in the 
three R’s, “reading, ’riting and ’rithme- 
ic.” Little by little this system grew 
until today America has the finest sys- 
tem in the world, teaching millions of 
boys and girls every year. 

As one reflects upon those days of 
struggles of our Pilgrim forefathers we 
are made to wonder, “How did they do 
it?” The answer comes back clearly and 
surely—‘‘By co-operation;” yes, 

CO-OPERATION 

There was a strong co-operative spirit 
among the people of New England. Fre- 
quently they came together for the pur- 
pose of “giving a gift” to some unfor- 
tunate neighbor or to build a school- 
house or church house. They had wood- 
cutting “bees,” when in one afternoon 
a great group of men would cut and 
split all wood needed for a family for 
the entire winter. The women would 
meet in “quilting bees,” thus they pro- 
vided the less fortunate with the warmth 
and protection needed during the long 
winter months—which quiltings, inci- 
dentally, were the forerunners of our 
present sewing circles. House and barn 
raisings were events of great importance. 
The men came and put the big timbers 
together, while the women prepared the 
hearty meals for all to enjoy. They 
toiled together, they shared together, 
they sacrificed together, and their inter- 
ests grew together. 

Let us reflect a few moments on the 
history of the colleges of America. Three 
years prior to the court decrees provid- 
ing for the public schools, a group of 
ministers realized the great need of spe- 
cial training for the on-coming fellow- 
ministers; therefore, they established the 
first college in America, the now world- 


ery fifty families 
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famous HARVARD, in 1636. Special 
donations of money and books were 
made and for years over 70 per cent of 
the graduates were ministers of the gos- 
pel. Later, in 1701, a group of Congre- 
gational ministers established YALE, the 
second American college, whose charter, 
like that of Harvard’s, indicates a desire 
to uphold and propagate the Christian, 
Protestant religion. The next college 
founded was PRINCETON in _ 1746, 
which was, as the other two, established 
for the training of the ministry. Thus, 
we see three famous colleges of America 
were the results of the efforts of our 
forefathers for the spread of the gospel. 
From 1820 to 1830 a large number of 
religious organizations established many 
institutions of learning, especially to 
train their own ministers. The statement 
has been made, that of the 750 institu- 
tions of higher learning in the United 
States and Canada, at least two-thirds 
were originally under the control of re- 
ligious organizations. But, the changing 
spirit of the colleges is indeed sad. In- 
stead of 70 per cent being ministers a 
check-up in 1920 showed that in these 
schools the profession of teaching ranked 
first, with commerce, law and medicine 
following in succession, and ministerial 
graduates ranking only five or six per 
cent. 

Today apparently the trend of relig- 
ious education among the higher insti- 
tutions of learning is receiving less at- 
tention. Private and church owned 
schools are giving away to state institu- 
tions. This possibly is due to the fact 
that the state schools are far better 
equipped in many ways. Also, due to the 
waning of regard for old time religion 
there is less demand for religious train- 
ing. Consequently, the youth is sent to 
the state schools. The latter reason is 
one to cause much grief. God grant a 
great awakening and a world revival, 
that business men and men of every walk 
of life may realize that the things of 
earth are all vanishing. The stability of 
systems, even governmental forces are 
destined to be shattered and torn. Our 
hope as a nation lies only in our getting 
back to the Lord. 

We, today, are thankful to God for 
all His blessings to us. We thank Him 
for our own Church of God Bible Train- 
ing School, which was born out of 
prayer, out of a great necessity to meet 
the need of training our young ministers 
in the gospel. Our brethren through 
these years have been striving and labor- 
ing in the spirit of our forefathers to 
maintain an institution of learning in 
these last days that will meet our dire 
need. This school, too, has struggled; it 
has endured; it has grown; it has suc- 
ceeded in training hundreds of precious 
men and women who are today spending 
their lives on the great battlefield for

Continuing in Love 
‘As the Father hath loved me, so have 
I loved you: continue ye in my love. If 
ye keep my commandments, ye shall 
abide in my love; even as I have kept 
my Father’s commandments, and abide 
in his love,” John 15:9, 10. 


Love is one of the greatest forces that 
can be. It was love that prompted God to 
send His Son to the world to deliver us 
from our sins.

Too, somehow there is something 
about a real Christian that draws you to 
them whether you have ever met them 
before or not. 

When we see our brothers and sisters 
under a burden our very hearts go out 
to them and we just get under the load 
and burden of prayer and make their 
burden our own. This is so sweet. 


Increasing in Love 

“Night and day praying exceedingly 
that we might see your face, and might 
perfect that which is lacking in your 
faith? Now God himself and our Father, 
and our Lord Jesus Christ, direct our 
way unto you. And the Lord make you 
to increase and abound in love one to- 
ward another, and toward all men, even 
as we do toward you: To the end he 
may stablish your hearts unblameable in 
holiness before God, even our Father, at 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ 
with all his saints,” 1 Thess. 3:10-13. 


Paul is here expressing his great love 
for the church at Thessalonica, telling 
them how he is praying night and day 
that the Lord might let him visit them 
again. The Lord is able to direct our 
ways and give us such an increase in 
love until it can be felt all around us. 
It is wonderful to have such love for 
our brothers and sisters. Yes, we can 
even forget our own needs and throw 
ourselves into service until we will be a 
blessing to all around us. That fervent 
love that fills the heart of those who are 
actively engaged in rescuing the perish- 
ing and caring for the dying, is worth 
more than all the world. It will satisfy 
our hearts when everything fails. 

Love will increase as we exercise our- 
selves in the service of the Lord. I have 
known some people who had an outward 
manifestation of love that could be seen 
and felt, but in my opinion that deep, 
smooth, ever abiding love that we find 
in some Christians who are more re- 
served is the love that is to be appre- 
ciated most—love that nothing can 
shape or cause to wane. O God, give us 
more godly love one for another. 
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Abounding in Love 

“But as touching brotherly love ye 
need not that I write unto you: for ye 
yourselves are taught of God to love one 
another. And indeed ye do it toward all 
the brethren which are in all Macedonia: 
but we beseech you, brethren, that ye in- 
crease more and more; and that ye study 
to be quiet, and to do your own business, 
and to work with your own hands, as we 
commanded you,” 1 Thess. 4:9-11. 

Paul infers that the Thessalonians are 
well versed in Christian love, and that 
they pray and love their brethren of 
Macedonia, but he admonishes them to 
increase in love. It is impossible for us 
to get too much of the love of God. The 
more we exercise ourselves in prayer and 
helpfulness, the more love we will have. 
After all, the thing that counts most is 
the continuing in love. It is such a bless- 
ing to have this love in our hearts. We 
come in possession of this love when we 
receive the blessings Jesus came to give 
us, especially does the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost bring into our hearts a great 
degree of love. I wonder if we love one 
another as we should. Somehow we cher- 
ish the association of Christians. I have 
known people who lived out in settle- 
ments where they had no. Christian as- 
sociation and occasionally they would 
get to visit some place where the people 
of God were gathered together and to 
see that expression of love and joy on 
their faces was a great inspiration. They 
would shout and rejoice in the love of 
God. I heard one Christian say that she 
felt that she could go back home and 
live twelve months on the blessings she 
had received that day. 

You can increase love by thinking on 
the Lord and His Word. Many people 
would have a greater degree of love if 
they would only realize that they should 
exercise themselves along these lines. 

Walking in Love 

Be ye therefore followers of God, as 
dear children; and walk in love, as Christ 
also hath loved us, and hath given him- 
self for us an offering and a sacrifice to 
God for a sweetsmelling savour,” Eph. 
Sci, Z- 

Quite often we see people get under 
the power of God and just walk around 
and praise and magnify His name. They 
throw back their heads and wave their 
hands and step high. To the world this 
looks like foolishness, but in my jiidg- 
ment it is none other than walking in 
love. There wells up within our hearts 
such a degree of love that at times we 
just can’t sit still, we must move about 
and magnify God. Of course it is a great 
joy to the heart and yet I am sure it is 
a sacrifice of praise. We could all be 
more wholly given up to God if we 
would. The world may call this fanati- 
cism but some day they will find out 
their utter mistake, and I am afraid it

Jn my return from Maine I con- 
tacted a sister in Maryland who had re- 
cently returned from the country where 
our brother is imprisoned, and who has 
been personally acquainted with the 
family for years. She was there during 
the time of the arrest. We understand 
our brother minister is privileged to 
write to his wife once a month and then 
only such information as will pass the 


‘inspection of the authorities. Recently 


he wrote for his work clothes, so it is 
concluded that he is- having to work 
during his imprisonment. 


Please, all of our people and friends 
everywhere, pray that God will release 
our brother who has been doing such a 
noble work. Numbers of the people have 
received the Pentecostal Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, and in fact they are still 
receiving the blessing as they have their 
secret meetings in their homes. The true 
seed has been sown and we pray that 
much fruit may be harvested in that 
great day, and I know that our brother 
will be many times rewarded for his suf- 
ferings in carrying the news to this peo- 
ple. 

It is almost unbelievable to think how 
cruel people can become when they give 
themselves over to their own ways and 


take a stand against God and His truth. 
We understand that this government 
has forbidden the preaching of the Old 
Testament, and the New Testament is 
only allowed to be preached, and they 
have special dislike and hatred for the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost, but God 
will bring them into judgment one day 
and they all must give an account. 

The wife of the minister is now ad- 
vising the people the best she can and 
God is blessing. She can secure her re- 
turn permit to the United States right 
away, but I understand she does not de- 
sire to leave her husband there. Pray 
that she will be able to secure an exten- 
sion of their permit so that when and if 
her husband is released from prison, the 
family may return to the United States. 
However, we have no assurance of his 
ever being released, but God can under- 
take, and we ask veu to pray.—J. H.

Our Trip to the Western Part of 

The Island 

During the last seven days the Lord 
has graciously allowed me the privilege 
to view some of the beautiful places in 
the western part of Jamaica where the 
Church of God has been established and 
some places where it has not reached as 
yet. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 28, Brother C. 
A. McIntosh, our district overseer, and 
I left home at Merrywood to meet the 
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state overseer, H. A. Hudson, at Shrews- 
bury where Evangelist H. T. Gentles is 
preaching. There we stopped for night 
service. Brother Hudson delivered a nice 
message and we could feel the message 
was directed by the Holy Ghost. 


The next day we drove from Shrews- 
bury to a little town by the name of 
Black River. There Brother McIntosh 
bought gas for his car. After viewing 
the town we left for a district by the 
name of Cave in the parish of Westmore- 
land, where Brother Gentles has been es- 
tablishing a church. This was our first 
visit to this district. The district of 
Cave is not thickly populated. We sta- 
tioned here for night service. After some 
lovely choruses Brother. Gentles, the lo- 
cal pastor gave a few remarks. Brother 
Hudson preached a sermon. We could 
see the Holy Ghost operating through 
the man cf God. The church was not 
yet organized at Cave so Brother McIn- 
tosh read the rulings of the church and 
the church was organized with seven 
members. Praise the Lord! We can say 
the Church is moving on. 

On Friday morning, the 30th, we left 
Cave and went to New Market. This is 


a little inland town. At _ this place 
Brother McIntosh has established a 
church lately. Elder McIntosh and 


Brother Hudson went to see some of the 
folks at Constabullary Station while 
there. We left New Market the same day 
for Brighton where there is a church by 
the name of Out Look. We met with 
some of the brethren there. Because of 
the rain, we were not privileged to have 
a service there. 

Saturday morning, Oct. 1, we left 
Brighton, going to Hanover. We drove 
to a pretty seaport town named Monte- 
go Bay. We went to Clairmont in Han- 
over and stationed here for three nights, 
at one Brother Green’s home. Here we 
were kindly treated. We went to church 
on Sunday. Service was conducted by 
the district pastor and overseer. We 
went back for night service. Brother 
Archer, district pastor, asked Elder Mc- 
Intosh to take part in the service so he 
did. He preached a sermon and you 
could just see the folks climbing on the 
building, looking through the bamboo 
railing just to hear the sermon. After 
Brother McIntosh finished, the same 
subject was continued by Brother Arch- 
er and Brother Hudson. An invitation 
was given by Brother McIntosh and one 
soul came to the altar. 

On Monday, Oct. 3, Brother Hudson 
held a conference at Brother Green’s 
home. Three persons who weré excluded 
from the church came to the confer- 
ence, confessed their faults and made 
their wrongs right. They wanted to be 
added to the church again but were not 
until the night service. Monday night

When we think of our people today 
who are spending their money for un- 
necessary apparel and luxury, while 
thousands all around them are starving, 
it makes we wonder. If adversity should 
hit them, what would they do? and what 
would be the cause of it? I believe God 
is dealing with the hearts of many of our 
people and I am afraid that we are spend- 
ing God’s money too freely, not making 
enough sacrifice for the blessings of 
others. God doesn’t need our money or 
anything that we possess as far as His 
heavenly glory is concerned, but many 
of His children in this world are needy 
and I wonder if we have their best inter- 
est at heart. 

I was once in the South Sea Islands 
and I saw men and women who had 
never had a shoe on their feet in their 
lives. How my heart went out to those 
poverty-stricken people. In the last few 
years I have seen more want in America 
than ever before, many people are al- 
most barefooted. Their garments are 
worn and tattered, and many of us have 
plenty and to spare. I wonder if God is 
pleased with this. While we are to give 
thanks for the crops and the many good 
things in America that God has given 
us, I believe it would be good while we 
are doing this, to remember those who 
are not so fortunate. I believe God would 
be pleased with this. It is not my pur-

pose to criticize or throw stones, but in 
my judgment, most of us are living at 
ease and know but little about want. 

When Israel became lifted up and 
wastefully used the things God had giv- 
en them, and became self-centered, God 
always visited them with punishment 
and brought them to the place where 
they would cry out to Him. I feel like 
I am trying to sound a note of warning 
for our people. We thank Him for the 
Church in America, and for the faith 
that our people have, and for every good 
thing that God has given us, and we feel 
that God is honoring His people as nev- 
er before but let us examine ourselves 
and stay where God can continue to 
bless and use us. 

For Victory 

“But thanks be to God, which giveth 
us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye stedfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, foras- 
much as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord,” 1 Cor. 15:57, 58. 

Paul is thanking God for victory of 
the Corinthians. Not only spiritually but 
temporally God had blessed them. It was 
all through the love of Jesus Christ that 
they had been delivered. Christ our un- 
speakable gift of love, is able at all timeg, 
to give us the victory, in poverty or in 
wealth. 

Paul is telling them that he hopes to 
come to see them, but he warns them 
to be stedfast and unmovable, ever 
abounding in the faith, going forward. 
There is no stopping place in this Chris- 
tian life. The Christian life should be 
one of continuous progress, going from 
victory to victory. Our labor will not 
be in vain if we continue in the bless- 


‘ings of God. For those who are filled 


with all the fullness of God and living 
a victorious life, there is nothing to fear, 
but for those who are selfish and those 
who are living beneath their privilege, if 
Jesus should come, what an awful thing 
it would be for them not to be ready. 

The harvest for the United States is 
bountiful. The storehouses are filled 
with many good things. Many have plen- 
ty, even among Christians, while others 
are shut out and are in want and in 
need. There must be something wrong 
somewhere or this condition would not 
exist. Think about plowing up crops or 
contributing money to people to cut 
down their production! [ am _ satisfied 
this has come about by greed and the 
misuse and abuse of the things that God 
has caused the earth to yield. Without 
some change takes place, I am afraid 
that calamity is ahead for the United 
States. O God, help us today to see our- 
selves as you see us. I'll tell you it is time 
to pray and give thanks.

Joseph Endured All in Hope 

“And Joseph was brought down to 
Egypt; and Potiphar, an officer of Pha- 
raoh, captain of the guard, an Egyptian, 
bought him of the hands of the Ishmeel- 
ites, which had brought him down 
thither,’ Gen. 39:1. 

Joseph was the son of Jacob and 
Rachel. We all remember how when 
Jacob was a young man he supplanted 
his brother. Jacob’s twin brother was 
named Esau. Isaac was going to pro- 
nounce a blessing on Esau, because he 
was old and thought he would soon de- 
part this life. Jacob and his mother 
fooled his father by putting goat skins 
on Jacob’s hands. This made Esau very 
angry. Jacob’s mother thought it best to 
send Jacob away to her brother’s which 
was a long way from home. Jacob trav- 
elled all day and slept out at night by 
himself. God visited him and sent an an- 
gel down to talk with him. Jacob stayed 
with his uncle for many years. Finally 
he agreed to work seven years for Rachel 
and his uncle Laban fooled him and gave 
him Leah. He awoke next morning and 
found that he had been deceived. This 
made him very sad, but he bargained with 
his uncle to work seven more years for 
Rachel. He continued with his uncle un- 
til he had great possessions. 

Now Rachel was the mother of Jos- 
eph, the young man we are. writing 
about. The reason Jacob loved Joseph so 
well was because he was the oldest son 
of Rachel his beloved wife. Joseph had a 
younger brother named Benjamin. He 
was his only full brother. Then Leah had 
several sons and Jacob had some sons by 
his handmaidens. Joseph was a_ bright 
happy boy and the pet of his father and 
mother. Jacob showed his love for Jos- 
eph by the way in which he dressed and 
confidenced him. He made him coats of 
many colors. Joseph grew up and began 
to dream dreams, and he, like lots of 
boys, was talkative. He told his brothers 
his dreams, not thinking really what 
they meant. He dreamed one time that 
they went into the field to shock wheat 
after the cradlers and behold his sheaf 
of wheat stood up and his brothers’ 
sheaves stood round about and made 


obeisance to his sheaf. When he told his 
brothers this it kindled their anger and 
they said unto him, “Shalt thou rule 
over us?” and they hated him the more. 
He dreamed also another dream. He said 
that the sun, moon, and eleven stars 
made obcisance unto him. He told this 
dream to his father. His father rebuked 
him and said, “Shall I and thy mother 
and thy brothers come to bow down our- 
selves to thee to the earth?” His broth- 
ers were indeed angry with him. Jacob 
kept these things in his heart and won- 
dered what they meant. 


One day Jacob sent Joseph with some 
provision to see his brothers and find out 
their welfare. When he came to the place 
where they had been herding, he found 
that they had moved, and he went on to 
where they were. When they saw him 
coming they said, “Behold the dreamer 
cometh.” They decided to slay him, but 
Reuben who seemed to be tenderhearted, 
pled with his brothers and said, “Let not 
his blood be upon us.” Finally they threw 
Joseph into a pit so he couldn’t get away, 
and sat down to eat bread. Judah pled 
with the brothers and asked what profit 
it would be to slay their brother. About 
this time they looked and saw a crowd of 
Midianite merchants coming by. In this 
crowd were some Ishmeelites. The differ- 
ent tribes would take their goods on 
camels to Egypt and they would all 
travel together so they could protect one 
another. Joseph’s brothers sold him to 
these merchants for twenty pieces of 
silver. They kept his coat, killed a kid 
and dipped the coat in the blood to de- 
ceive their father. Jacob thought that 
some wild beast must have killed him. 
This broke his heart for he loved Joseph 


so well. 


The Ishmeelites sold Joseph to Poti- 
phar, an officer of the king of Egypt. 
Joseph was a handsome boy, and very 
smart. Potiphar liked him and made him 
head steward over his house. Potiphar’s 
wife loved Joseph too, but Joseph was 
true and would not do wrong. She told 
Potiphar some stories on Joseph because 
when he wouldn’t do wrong it made her 
angry. Potiphar put Joseph in prison and 
would have had him killed but the Lord 
was with Joseph and would not allow 
them to do him harm. 

Joseph became a favorite of the jailer 
and he was promoted and given charge 
of the inner prison. Two of the king’s 
servants were placed in jail. They had 
been accused of trying to take the life 
of the king. They each had a dream. 
They found out that Joseph was extra 
smart and somehow they realized that 


he had power to interpret dreams. This 
was because God was with him. They 
told Joseph their dreams and he inter- 
preted them. The chief baker dreamed 
that he had three baskets of bread and 
the birds came and ate the bread out of 
the baskets. The chief butler dreamed 
that Pharaoh’s cup was in his hand. He 
took grapes from the vine and pressed 
them into the cup and gave the cup 
to Pharaoh. Joseph told the chief baker 
that Pharach would have him beheaded 
in three days, and hang him on a tree. 
He told the chief butler that he would 
be restored to his butlership. He also told 
them that interpretations belong to God 
and that when they came into the pres- 
ence of the king to please remember 
him. 

Finally the king had a dream and was 
very much troubled about it. He sent 
for Joseph and Joseph interpreted his 
dream. No doubt you know the story of 
Pharaoh’s dream and how the _ king 
needed a man to take care of the crops 
ef Egypt while they had seven years of 
plenty and seven years of famine. He 
could find no greater man than Joseph 
so he made him ruler over all the land 
of Egypt and gave him servants to col- 
lect and store grain to feed the people 
during the famine. 

It looked at one time like Joseph had 
lost all, but he remained true. He made 
a good servant. When he was tempted 
by Potiphar’s own wife, he stood true. 
Every young man and woman who ex- 
pect to be great must stand true when 
trials come. If Joseph had yielded God 
would have let him down, but he was 
true. Even in his prison life he remained 
perfectly true to honor and _ virtue. 
When you are out mixing and ming- 
ling with the world, if you yield to lit- 
tle things, God knows about it, and you 
will not be able to stand. We should at 
all times remain true to principles of 
right and God will bring us out more 
than conquerors. 

All ambitious boys and girls want to 
achieve, they want to accomplish things, 
and look forward to the day when they 
will be useful and do something worth 
while. The first thing to remember _ is 
that one should always be honest and 
truthful. God has a place for every one. 
The road to great success is through ad- 
versity but if we will be true God will 
bring us into usefulness in His own 
good time.

How many of you boys and girls like 
to have friends? I guess all of us ap- 
preciate the friendship of others. We 
can’t get along in this world by our- 
selves. We need some friends; we need 
the help of others; we need the kind 
words of others. When we are out play- 
ing or when we go to school or to Sun- 
day School, we don’t like to stand off 
by ourselves and not have anybody to 
talk to nor anybody who loves us.

others. If we have any fruit or candy 
or anything nice and are around other 
children, or even older people, we should 
offer them part of what we have. This 
will cause them to feel friendly toward 
us. Then if some other child has some- 
thing nice and offers us a part, we 
should not be rude or greedy and try to 
take nearly all of it. Just take a reason- 
able bite or piece and next time they 
won’t mind dividing with us again. They 
will know we are a nice boy or girl and 
will appreciate our friendship. 

The Bible teaches us to forgive others 
as we have been forgiven. Those who 
come to Jesus and repent of their sins, 
He forgives. Then we should be just as 
willing to forgive those who do some- 
thing wrong to us as Jesus is to forgive 
us. We sin against the Lord when we 
do wrong; that is, if we tell a lie, or 
steal something, or are disobedient, or 
anything wrong, we sin against the 
Lord. But, He will always forgive those 
who get sorry for their sins and come to 
Him and really ask forgiveness. So if 
somebody does something against us and 
they come and tell us they are sorry and 
want us to forgive them, we should for- 
give them as freely and quickly as Je- 
sus forgives us. This is one way to re- 
store friendship. If you don’t feel good 
toward each other, you certainly will 
not be very friendly, the friendship 
will be broken, and you just won’t be 
as happy as you should be. 

And, too, if we have done something 


against another person, we should go to 
them and ask them to forgive us.
